London, April 14.—“The British offensive has developed into a 
great push .in the most literal sense of the word," telegraphs Reuter's 
correspondent at British Headquarters in France. 

•' The success of the operations whifh began on Monday has been 
greater than perhaps we realise, and the Oermans are being pushed 
back along the line from Loos to the southward. 

It takes an army a long time to get away, however skilfully the 
retirement may have been planned, and with a vigorous offensive 
clinging to its skirts, in its effort to avoid defeat the Oerman army 
may be overwhelmed. 

“Oerman garrisons sneaked ont of some villages during the 
night, but this slipping away can not be carried very far, and when
